have a basic group or an acidic group and insert a period at the end of the claim. 

In claim 5, line 12, after "number" insert - and the resin is a polymer comprising radical 
polymerized monomers and 0.1 to 15 weight% of the monomers based on the total weight of 
monomers, have a basic group or an acidic group --, and insert a period at the end of the claim. 

In claim 12, change "are" to - includes monomers --.
